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Discuss Formation 
Of Farmers’ Party 


Winnipeg.—Future political action 
was discussed at a 6ession of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture, It 
was ultimately decided that the ques- 
tion of making the political action 
that has been taken already in the 
various constituencies if Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Ontario federal in 
scope be left to the provinces to de- 
cide when farmers’ political conven- 
tions are held. Hitherto only district 
conventions have been held in the 
various constituencies. The United 
Farmers of Alberta have selected July 
26 as the date for their provincial con- 
vention, 

Co-operative action by the Domin- 
ion and provincial governments to 
meet the feed shortage in Alberta 
was suggested, In a message sent to 
Ottawa the council strongly urged the 
Dominion government to investigate 
the matter and take immicdiate action. 

Reports from the different proy- 
inces with regard to political action 
were received, and cogsiderable time 
was devoted to discussion arising 
from them. No definite steps on the 
question of political action was taken 
at this session, however. 

In his report J. B. Musselman, sec- 
retary of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers’ association, suggested that 
the time was opportune for calling a 
_convention in which the different 
provinces which have taken indepen- 
dent political action would be repre- 
sented. He said that steps should be 
taken toward consolidating the move- 
ment, which heretofore has been con- 
fined to the provinces, into a federal 
one. 

An invitation to attend the Liberal 
convention at Ottatta in August has 
been reached by the council and was 
given consideration. No decision was 
given as to whether or not the invi- 
tation would be accepted.

Washington, — The peace treaty 
with its League of Nations covenant, 
was laid before the senate by Presi- 
dent Wilson in an address accounting 
to the country for his part in the ne- 
gotiations at Versailles. 

The league, declared the president, 
was born of the conviction of prac- 
tical statesmen that an international 
concern had become a world neces- 
sity to end the old order and guar- 
antee civilization. He asserted that 
in such a concern the world looked 
confidently to the United States for 
leadership, and added that while the 
treaty might not be exactly as the 
United States delegation would have 
written it, mo vital principle had 
been sacrificed by the necessary com- 
The senate, already divid- 
ed in a bitter fight’ over this league 
proposal, received the President with 
cheers and listened to his words in 
grave silence. When he had conclu- 
ded there was another burst of cheer- 
ing until he had passed out of the

Fires Caused By Lightning 


Warning of Approaching Electric 
Storms By High Wires 

How to prevent loss from forest 
fires started from lightning is the pro- 
blem being worked out by the For- 
est Service of Oregon, U.S.A. In the 
last twelve years there has been a 
of $5,000,000 in Oregon and 
Washington from forest fires, of 
which 45 per cent, were of lightning 
origin, Sixty per cent. of the loss 
was caused by lightning fires. In 
New Mexico 65 per cent. of the fires 
are of lightning origin, while 35 per 
cent, of the trees are killed by direct 
hits before they reach maturity. One 
of the methods proposed is to secure 
warning of approaching electric 
storms by high wires and other ap- 
paratus, On the first warning, patrol 
men can be‘got ready to fight the 
expected fires.

Peace Day In Canada 


Concluding an address before the 
Canadian Club at Vancouver at a lun- 
cheon given in his honor, Lt.-Col. 
Purney, Dominion President of the 
Great War Veterans of Canada, said: 

“Overseas we used frequently to 
hear that song ‘There’s a long, long 
trail awinding into the land of my 
dreams,’ The G.W.V.A,. are determ- 
ined that this Dominion of ours shall! 
be the land of our dreams, the land! 
we have hoped for, the land we are 
prepared to live and strive for, We 
realize that it is no easy road we have 
to travel that will bring us to our 
goal, Through iron sacrifice of body, 
will and soul alone can we reach it— 
theré is but one road,” 

These 
are just what was to be expected from 
the leader of that brave and gallant 
body’of men who fought for and sav- 
ed Canada when everything that our 
people hold dear was threatened and 
in danger of being lost to us. Thous- 
ands .of their comrades gave their 
lives for the great dream of a finer, 
better Canada in the future; other 
thousands will go through life maimed 
and carrying wounds; and all made 
sacrifices and suffered to a degree 
that no one except those who went 
through the awful inferno of the war 
can understand. These men are de- 
termined that their losses, .sufferings 
and sacrifices shall not have been 
made in vain. ‘ 

Canada’s returned soldiers are the 
nation’s greatest asset, and for many 
years to come thicir influence will be 
one of the determining. factors in 
shaping national policy and establish- 
ing our national ideals. It is well that 
those ideals should be high and alto- 
gether worthy. 

But what of those other thousands 
of Canadians who did not experience 
the comradeship of the trenches, nor 
place their bodies in the path of a 
ruthless and arrogant foe? They, 
must be animated by the same 
grim determination to make Canada 
the land of their brightest, fondest 
dreams—a land of hope and glory, 
where all men are free and equal and 
where peace and prosperity reign. 

How can Canada be elevated to 
such a proud and happy position? 
Only by the loyal service and patrio- 
tic self-sacrifice of the Canadiaa peo- 
ple, Nature has endowed our Dom- 
inion with riches almost beyond the 
dreams of avarice. Few countries in 
the world have been so richly bless- 
ed, and it only remains for the 
adian people to wisely administer and 
develop the wonderful resources na-| 
ture has provided to make this Do- 
Minion a peer among the nations. | 

To make our dreams come true 
there must be, first of all, a greater 
unity in thought and purpose among 
the people of Canada than has here- 
tofore existed.

Irrigation In Alberta 


Farmers Determined to Secure Sur- 
veys Without Delay 


Macleod, Alberta,—A project to 
secure irrigation for the district ly- 
Watertown and 
Belly rivers, with its southern extre- 
mity 12 miles due west of Cardston, 
is under consideration, The proposal 
is to take the water from Belly river 
to the southwest tip of the Blood Re- 
serve, and by carrying. it north parts 
of four townships can be watered, 
some 30,000 acres in all, it is thought. 
No surveys have yet been made, 
When farmers interested held a con- 
ference with Commissioner Peters of 
the irrigation branch, they were told 
he had no appropriation for the work. 
They inquired as to the cost, and it is 
possible that if the government does 
not take up this work the farmers 
themselves will engage an engineer to 
make the necessary surveys. Not on- 
ly are the farmers determined to se- 
cure surveys without delay, but they 
have signed the necessary petitions 
for the formation of the district into 
an irrigation district under the AI- 
berta Irrigation District Act, and: 
these petitions have been laid before 
the government. If the surveys are 
completed this year, the district may 
next spring be in a position to pro- 
ceed with the awarding of the con- 
tracts for the ditches. Much of the 
land to be served by this new project 
is owned by the Mormon church,
